WASHINGTON—The long- 
awaited proficiency P-2 pay- 
ments of an extra $60 a month 
will start 1 July. 


Moreover, the services will be 
allowed to hand out twice as many 
during the. next fiscal year start- 
ing on that date than was originally 
intended—providing they finance 
pay from money budgeted for 
For the Army, this could mean 
7000 P-2 payments in the 12 months 
starting 1 July. For the Air Force 
it could mean 6508 P-2 payments, 
for the Navy 5048 and for the Ma- 
rines 1444, or a total of 20,000 for 
all of the services. 

The various branches of the mili- 
tary will have until about 1 April 
to report back to Department of 
Defense on just how they are 
going to hand out the P-2 pay. 
DOD, in announcing official ap- 
proval of the beginning of P-2, 
also ordered the services to come 
up with comments on the desirabil- 
ity of limiting the number of pro 
payments in marginal or non-criti- 
cal skills in fiscal year 1962, which 
will start 1 July 1961. 

This could hurt the Army’s cur- 
rent program because over the 
long haul the Army, while con- 
centrating on critical skills in mak- 
ing pro payments, wants to spread 
pro pay through all of its MOSs. 
Starting date for P-2 was fixed 
when Charles C. Finucane, assist- 
ant DOD secretary for manpower, 
personnel and Reserve, signed the 
formal directive to the services. 
“The -Army~-originally tad” been 
authorized 3500 P-2 spaces for FY 
61, including 1750 spaces pro- 
grammed for the current fiscal 
year but not used because no offi- 
cial order came down from DOD 


Now the Army can hand out

More Delay

WASHINGTON—Defense’s new 
policy on movement of servicemen’s 
household goods will be delayed 
still further, but “will have the 
same objectives” as the directive 
suspended in January. 


The Pentagon’s top transporta- 
tion official, Dr. Gayton Germane, 
told Army Times he hopes the 
new directive will be published by 
1 July but that It probably won’t 
go into effect until later—“perhaps 
three months” or maybe more. 

It will take time to explain the 
new policies to military transpor- 
tation officials, he explained. 

The original directive, once set 
for last January, would have given 
service families considerable free 
choice in selection of a household 
goods mover at PCS time. Bitter 
compaints from small movers re- 
sulted in Defense withdrawal of 
the order. » 

An industry advisory committee 
was then formed to study the en- 
tire problem.

Breakdown by services is: Army, $148,379,898; Navy, $133,451,800; 
Air Force, 1,198,521.

The authorization bill has not yet been taken up by the Armed 
Services Committee in the Senate. 

When the authorization measure is passed money must later 
be appropriated for the items.

What is more important, the Army has identified ‘these men 
and can reach out and put their finger on them when their language 
skills are needed. 


‘One Army’ To Be Pushed 


A circular (355-1) on the One Army concept was published’ by 
the Army this week, and all commands were ordered to put into 
effect the new philosophy of identifying the Army, the National 
Guard and the Ready Reserves as One Army. Troop information 
plans were outlined. 


WAC ‘Greens’ on Sale 1 July 


The Women’s Army green winter uniform will be put on sale 
through quartermaster clothing sales stores on 1 July, it was reported 
this week. 

For the Wacs, they will be at almost bargain prices—$24.35, 
$18.20 for the coat and $5-55-for the sk'rt:. Some women’s green 
uniforms purchased at retail stores cost as high as $90 or $100. 

Enlisted women who have been issued their uniform clothing 
items before 1 July of this year will be required to purchase one 
Army green uniform by 1 Oct. 1964 from their cléthing allowance. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that Army designers are working on 
a new type cap for the winter uniform. The new bonnet is expected 
to be shaped somewhat like the WAVES’ winter cap.. 








Schools Overseas in Trouble 


A serious shortage of classroom space for dependent schooling 
in overseas areas will develop soon, Congress was told by Department 
of Defense officials this week. 

It was reported that in the next fiscal year, the cost of overseas 
dependent schooling will increase by more than $2-million over 
current costs. 


All-Army Art Tourney Set 


The third All-Army Art Contest and Exhibition will be staged 15 
June at the Présidio in San Francisco, it was announced in Circular 
28-2 this week. 

There will be four broad categories: oil paintings; water colors; 
drawings and cartoons; and prints such as etchings, lithographs, 
linoleum cuts, woodblocks, silk screen and other print processes. 

Entries will be submitted through local channels and judged 
by Army area level commands, with each area sending in 25 selected 
entries in each class. 

Five prizes, U.S. Saving Bonds ranging from $200 down to $25, 
will be awarded in each category. Later, winning entries” will be 
exhibited throughout the Army. 








Savings Bond Goal Announced 


A minimum goal of 65 percent participation has been established 
by the Army as its objective in the 1960 savings bond “Person-to- 
Person” canvass. The drive will be conducted during May at all 
Army installations. 

Army Circular 608-1 outlines the program and tells how it should 
be carried out. 





Leave Pay Rules Face Revision 


Army regulations covering payments for accrued leave will be 
revised soon to prevent overpayments, according to the March per- 
sonnel letter of the Army 

The Army said that “although the instructions in AR 630-5 are 
explicit and detailed, some errors persist in the administration of 
the leave program.” 

Not only will the regulation be revised, but a mandatory yearly 
audit of all leave records will be required as of 30 June each year. 


Management Team Use Expands 


The Army is considering a pilot program to expand its use of 
military personnel management teams to cover major commands over- 
seas, it was reported this week.

New Lawyer Pay Bill Proposed 


Another lawyer pay bill has been dropped into the Congressional 
hopper. While it contains increases similar to those previously 
proposed—-somewhat like those military doctors and dentists receive— 
it has an interesting new section: 

Sixty dollars a month for enlisted men and warrant officers 
with legal duties. These people would have to have been practicing 
before. a Federal or highest state court and be certified by their 
respective JAG for legal work. 

The JAG officer extra pay, under the measure, would not be 
payable in war time. The money would amount to $150 monthly 

-‘after-three years of service; $200 after six years of service; and $250 
after 10 years. 
_ The measure does not have Administration backing. Most ob- 
servers give it no chance of passage this year. 
Author of the new bill is Rep. John J. Flynt (D., Ga.). 


Bill Would Aid 1932-34 Officers 


Officers who recently got reimbursed for pay losses suffered 
in 1932-34 would get additional benefits under a bill scheduled for 
hearings by a House Judiciary subcommittee Mareh 16. 

The officers concerned got promotions in the 1932-4 period but 
did not get the rate of the higher grade under a misinterpretation of 
the Economy Act of 1932. In 1957 Congress recognized they had 
suffered an inequity and passed a law to give them back pay (PI 255, 
85th Cong.). 

The present bill would give them interest on the money; at. the 
standard rate generally paid on claims against the United States. 
The bill would also provide that the officer would have to pay income 
tax on the money on the basis of tax rates in effect in 1932—not on 
1957 rates. 

The measufe was introduced by Rep. Frank Kowalski (D., Conn.)

The only way the Senate can cut off debate, other than by unani- 
mous consent, is by the Cloture Rule. A petition signed by 16 members 
to close debate becomes @ ¢leture motion. 

If a cloture motion is introduced’ in the present debate, two 

days and one hour after it is presented to the presiding officer, he 
must present it to the Senate with the question, “Is it the sense of 
the Senate that the debate shall be brought to a close?” Two-thirds 
vote is needed for passage—which would be 67 \if all members are 
present. 

If two-thirds are not obtained that would. kill civil rights for 
this session. 

If the motion passes then each senator has one additional hour 
to talk before a ‘vote. He can use his hour anyway he likes—all at 
once, in 10-minute stretches or on any time schedule: When all who 
wish to have used up their hour, voting must start on amendments 
and on the bill. 

The Senate has invoked cloture only four times—in 1919, 1926 
and twice in 1927, Fifteen times cloture motions have failed. At 
eight other times cloture motions were withdrawn before being 
voted on,

War Needs Cited 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff were 
invited to prepare for the Secre- 
tary of Defense a list of high- 
priority items not provided for 
in the basic 1959 budget. They 
unanimously recommended a list 
which totaled about $1.5 billion. 
Most of the items were for the 
benefit of the long-range missile 
programs, of the Strategic Air 
Command and of antisubmarine 
warfare forces—in short, of gen- 
eral atomic war forces. As an 
exception, the Joint Chiefs rec- 
ommended $362 million for the 
Army, to permit it to retain a 
strength of 900,000 and to ac- 
complish limited modernization.

In its final form, the new 
budget projected forward the old 
trends of the New Look. 

However, in the course of dis- 
cussions of the 1959 budget, Sec- 
retary Dulles gave for the first 
time public evidence of loss of 
confidence in the policy of Mas- 
sive Retaliation. In the October 
1957 issue of Foreign Affairs, 
Secretary Dulles made what 
amounted to the expression of a 
strong hope that some military 
solution would eventually be 
found to permit lessened depen- 
dence upon Massive Retaliation. 
This hope, Mr. Dulles believed, 
lay in the develwpment of the 
low-yield atomic weapons of the 
kind which the Army had been 
seeking for years. 


JCS Split Nears 

As the policy review proceed- 
ed in the spring of 1958, it was 
apparent there would be a major 
split within the JCS. The Army, 
supported this time by the Navy 
and Marine Corps, held that for-

These are not opinions culled and isolated 
from the day’s news. They cannot be gauged 
as examples of narrow criticism emanating 
from the other side of Mr. Eisenhower's 
political fence and geared to this election 
year. Certainly, Republican banker and 
former Defense Secretary Lovett (once an 
Undersecretary of State as well) has no 
reason other than love of country to say what 
he has said. 

And it was said on the record—before the 
Senate subcommittee on National Policy 
Machinery, in hearings conducted, we might

enry Jackson (D., Wash.). Yet Mr. Lovett’s 
opinions were not unlike complaints which 
the Administration until now has teffded to 
shrug off as politically inspired. 

Before the same Senate group appeared 
Mr. Sprague, a self-styled “conservative” Re- 
publican and chairman of Boston’s Federal 

teserve Bank. He has also served as the co- 
chairman of the Eisenhower - appointed 
“Gaither Committee,” an advisory group 
which made a secret survey of defense needs. 
(Its report has never been. released to the 
public by the Administration). He had these 
things to say: 

@ The national budget should be in- 
creased by several billions of dollars. 

@ It is just plain “silly” to say that such 
a program would “bankrupt the nation”—as 
Eisenhower administrators have said. 

@ If the U.S. continues to hold defense 
spending at an arbitrary figure of about $40 
billion a year—nine percent of the gross na- 
tional product—while the Soviets continue to 
spend 25 percent of their lower but faster 
growing GNP, this nation will be in great 
danger. 

Mr. Lovett, a Republican whom the Demo- 
crats thought well enough of to call to high 
office, got further down to cases, It is “ter- 
ribly important,” he said, for the Defense 
and State Departments to have greater in- 
fluence on what the national security budget 
shall be. He deplored the extraordinary role 
played by the Budget Bureau in determining 
military policy, a role based on “authority 
without responsibility” (which, others have 
said in the past, is the shortest road to ir- 
responsibility). Along similar lines, he took 
a crack at the Pentagon system of solution 
by committees, which has “reached a point 
where they are no longer mere nuisances but 
have become positive menaces to the prompt 
and orderly conduct of business.” 

Finally, and coming closer home through 
experience, the former Defense Secretary 
averred that civilian chiefs in the Pentagon 
should not make political speeches. As to 
military chiefs: “The only thing more dan- 
gerous than an external enemy is a group 
of home-grown military sycophants,” 

This observation must have been balm to 
the souls of such “parochial” generals as 
Ridgway, Gavin and Taylor. More important, 
we hope it provided cause for reflection by 
others still in high office. 
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A Logical Look at GI Bill

On 23 February the House Veteran Af- 
fairs committee began hearings on a sub- 
ject of vital interest, one that will have a 
great influence on the future of America 
in such fields as physics, medicine, law, 
engineering, business, to mention but a 
few. That subject is the proposed GI Bill. 

Within the last year, public discussion 
has ranged far. But have we thought 
about it from a strictly logical standpoint, 
removed from emotional feeling? 

*” a “ 

AMERICANS have been given a price- 
less gift, our freedom. But the’reason that 
we and our children still can enjoy this gift 
is because of the sacrifices made by our 
men and women in time of war. Their 
reason for serving in the armed forces be- 
fore, during and after our World Wars and 
the Korean conflict was for the preserva- 
tion of life, liberty, and equality for all. 
That they were-given the privileges.of a GI 
Bill was incidental to the basic reason for 
their service. Our country recognized the 
need for a furtherance of education and for 
aid in rehabilitation of our veterans. 

Today that urgent need is felt once more, 
not necessarily for rehabilitation but for 
higher education — for without the fur- 
therance of education in the fields of 
science and medicine, our position as a 
world leader can not be maintained. 

Therefore, to call the proposed GI Bill 
a “Peacetime GI Bill” is an inexact term, 
for its purpose has nothing to do with 
either the peacetime soldier or the wartime 
soldier as such. Accordingly, the argu- 
ment used so often that the “peacetime 
soldiers” do not deserve the privileges of 
a GI Bill is hardly a logical one. 

” + * 


ANOTHER ARGUMENT heard quite fre- 
quently is that passage of a new GI Bil 
would adversely effect the reenlistment 
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rate of servicemen. This is true, but is 
this effect powerful enough to offset the 
fact that the initial enlistment rate would 
increase by a large percentage? 

Through the advance of science in mod- 
ern warfare, the trend appears to be to- 
ward highly specialized personnel. Thus, 
if a man ‘vould enlist for three years, be- 
come highly trained through Army schools 


and on-the-job training, and upon comple- 
tion of his tour of duty revert to a reserve 
component, it would appear that this would 
more than offset the percentage drop of re- 
enlistments. 

* « *. 

THE THIRD ARGUMENT, a very sensi- 
tive and realistic one, is whether, mone- 
tarily, the country can afford such a pro- 
gram at this time. 1 seriously wonder if 
we can afford not to have such a program 
in such a crucial time of our history. As 
each year appears, we find ourselves in a 
more complex world with no indication of 
a tapering off, but rather a strong trend 
toward bigger scientific goals. 

How then can we cope with these de- 
velopments but through a higher degree of 
education for our young people? Many 
people will say that if a person wants an 
education bad enough, he can get a job 
and work his way through. There is noth- 
ing wrong with this attitude, but what of 
the thousands who through either physical 
or mental handicaps cannot assume the ad- 
ditional responsibility of a full time job 
without seriously impairing their effi- 
ciency in college to the point of failure? 

Yes, this issue is»an explosive political 
package, but more explosive is the package 
containing the responsibility placed upon 
our legislators; for through their actions 
and decisions they can either make the 
doors to knowledge more accessible or 
leave them as they now are — slightly 
rusty and becoming harder to open as each 
year goes by.

way for such a winner to cash in big to improve his 
standard of living. 
In this country, though, this fits perfectly the 
national pattern. 
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FOR EIGHT YEARS, one major political 
party’s slogan has been “Peace and Prosperity.” 
And the other major party has won in many areas 
only where the people locally found that the first 
party hadn’t brought “Peace and Prosperity” and 
so thought. they’d try to get it from the second. 

Against this background, it’s not hard to under- 
stand why there is so little official concern over 






































the position of the United States in the “space 
race,” in various. other fields of scientific effort, in 
education, the arts — you name it, we don’t com- 
pete unless we can win with dollars, and not very 
many more of them at that. 

Nor will there be any change in the national at- 
titude until some one comes along and dramatizes 
another goal —.first, regardless of cost; first, re- 
gardiess of effort; first, regardless of pain. No 
such person has yet defined the goal nor caught 
the public eye nor fired the American imagination. 

So we are left, it appears, with the same eight- 
year old slogan as the definition of American 
goals, even though many of us are concerned about 
the way that slogan has changed. Because today, 
the slogan is incomplete. It should read: 

“Peace, Prosperity, and.Second Place.” 








Marine=2 Gis? He Costs As Much 


WASHINGTON — Champions of 
the idea that one Marine is worth 
two members of any other service 
now have what they may construe 
as statistical proof, 

The Marine Corps at least pays 
nearly twice as much per head for 
its recruits, according to recent 
appropriations hearings testimony. 

On the average, the services paid 
$154 per man recruited in FY-1959 
according to Defense witnesses. 


The per-head cost will go to $161 
in FY-1960. This includes only the 
cost of personnel and operating the 
recruiting centers, not those of ex- 
amining and processing. Nor does 
it include rentals which ran $843,- 
619 in FY-1959. This cost has in- 


éreased steadily since 1956 but is 
expected to be about the same for 
FY-1960. 

By services, the Marines pay 
considerably more per man than 
any of the others, It reports the 
per-recruit cost at §204 for FY- 
1959. This is a fair drop from the 
$280 for the year before. But it 
is still higher than the $154 per 
man paid by Navy, the $152 paid 
by the Air Force and the low of 
$141 paid by the Army. 

Both Navy and Marines have cut 
the recruiting costs in recent years, 
while Army and Air Force ex- 
penses have been on the increase 
for the past three years. 

The rental costs, more than half 





of them charged to Army, are for 
private quarters where the services 
cannot operate recruiting offices 
in government buildings. 

“« * om 


CONGRESSMET. raised an. old 
question after hearing the report. 
Why, they said, could the services 
not combine their recruiting - ef- 
forts and sign up all recruits from 
the same office? 

Defense witnesses said it. has 
been studied and is still being look- 
ed at. But, where it was tried De- 
fense found that the competition 
among the four services was heal- 
thy. Besides, they added, once a re- 
cruit is signed up, the investiga- 
tions, tests and other processing is 
a community operation,

Expanding of several 
missile programs, and speed-up 
of. development in others would 
give our Army a chance to go into 
battle at least even-Ivan with the 
other fellow. The additional 
over-the-beach combat vehicles 
would reduce the chafce of an- 
other Tarawa blood-bath if ‘the 
Army had to land on a hostile 
shore- somewhere — which is @ 
chore the Army is very likely to 
be faced with one of these days.

' The whole’ idea is based on 
the simplé fact that the radiation 
coming from our sun — light and 
so forth — exerts a small amount 
of pressure. That this should be 
SO was predicted nearly a century 
ago by the Scottish physicist 
James Clark Maxwell. Early in 
the current century a Russian 
scientist by, the name of Lebedyev 
found a way of demonstrating in 
the laboratory that a beam of 
light will ‘push against light ob- 
jects and make them move. 

To be really effective such an 
object has to fulfill two main 
conditions: it might have a very 
large surface and it must bé as 
light as possible. If you imagine 
a large sheet of brightly polished 
and very thin metal in space the 
radiation pressure from the sun 
would be quite noticeable.

not just the Active Army, but 
the young ‘men of the Army Na- 
tional Guard and the Army Re- 
serve.

from the earth so that the earth’s 
gravitational pull will not inter- 
fere. Next to that lump of metal 
we have a large sheet of metal, 
of the same weight, but offering 
an area, for the sun’s rays to push 
on, of half a square mile or so. 
The lump of metal would simply 
follow its orbit around the sun, 
undisturbed by the sun’s rays. 
But the sheet would be subject- 
ed to a steady push. While still 
going around the sun, its distance 
from the sun would increase all 
the time and it would finally end 
gg the orbit of the planet 


This sheet would act as a “so- 
lar. sail.” But since this word 
produces the visual image of a 
bulging sail it must be stated at 
once that the sheet of metal 
would keep whatever shape it 
happens to have. If it was perfect- 
ly flat to begin with it will stay 
perfectly flat. If it was curved 
it will stay curved. Since the 
radiation pressure acts on every 
square inch of the sheet with 
equal force the shape of the 
sheet will not be altered. For 
the same reason small holes or 
tears in the sheet would not 
make any difference.

JUST HOW LONG. would it 
take this sheet to get to the orbit 
of Mars? A scientists, Mr. T. C. 
Tsu, who calculated the forces 
involved came to the conclusion 
that it would get there in 118 
days, less than half the time 
which a rocket would need. Like- 
wise, with a different “sail set- 
ting” the sheet of metal would 
get from the orbit of earth to the 
orbit of the planet Venus in 52 
days, just about one third of the 
time which a chemical fuel roc- 
ket would need. 

Now, if this is the case, why 
not concentrate on solar sails for 
space travel, especially since the 
sun delivers its radiation pressure 
free of charge? Well, I don’t say 
that it will never be done but at 
the moment one can see nothing 
but difficulty. Of course, such a 
vessel could not take off from a 
planet. It would first have to go 
into an orbit around the planet 
by means of rocket power. And 
then, while the planet is still 
near, it will take a long time to 
get away from its vicinity. A 
rocket shot to Venus, say, would 
be free of the disturbing pull of 
earth in a matter of a number of 
minutes. A vessel relying on a 
solar sail only would need sever- 
al weeks. At the other end of the 
voyage you would have the same 
problem.

IT 1S OBVIOUS to think that 
the vessel then should rely on 
rocket power until it is far 
enough away from the planet. 
The “sail” would not be used 
until the vessel were, so-to-speak, 
in open space. Another difficulty 
would be the size of the sail. 
It would be necessary to move 
half a ton a sail (circular) of a 
diameter of about 1800 feet. If 
it were just a question of unfurl- 
ing such a sail that. would not be 
too bad. But it would be neces- 
sary to shift the position of the

Many Ports Cha: 


WASHINGTON. — The Army 
Transportation Corps has just re- 
vised its listing of embarkation 
ports for shipment of privately 
owned vehicles to and from over- 
sea stations. 

Many of the ports previously 
listed as “alternates” are now listed 
as “ ” ports — making it 
possible to ship vehicles to thése 
. ports without prior applications and 
official travel orders. 

In several cases, however, 
primary ports have been changed 
to alternates and it now will be 
necessary to send applications and 
travel.orders prior to shipment of 
vehicles to these ports. (The list 
appears at the end of this article). 

The regulations state clearly that 
“vehicles will be accepted at 
primary ports without advance ap- 
plication.” But written applications 
(including name of sponsor, name 
of dependent or agent who will 
effect delivery, potential date of 
delivery and desired destination of 
shipment) and copies of travel 
orders or authorization must be 


sent to alternate ports before ship- 
ment of the POV. Z

Secretary Dudley C. Sharp opened 
hearings on the entire airlift pic- 
ture. The investigation is being 
carried out by a House Armed 
Services subcommittee headed by 
Rep. E. Mende] Rivers (D., S. C.) 

Mr. Rivers commented, in open- 
ing the hearings, that “Serious 
questions . . . persist, with refer- 
ence to our national airlift, (which) 
remain unsolved .. . 

“When a subject of this impor- 
tance remains unresolved for such 
a long period of time, it is clearly 
evident that those who have been 
charged with, the responsibility to 
obtain a solution have failed and 
fully merit the criticism that re- 
sults from such failure. In order 
that I might not be misunderstood 
on this point,” Rivers continued, “I 
concede that criticism of Congress 
as well as the Executive branch is 
warranted.” 


Douglas made the following 
statements in his testimony: 

“In the past strategic airlift 
readiness and capability have been 
considered primarily in the light of 
airlift requirements in general war. 
But recently increasing attention 
has been paid to requirements for 
possible limited war situations. . . 

“In some instances service-as- 
serted requirements for lift to ob- 
jective areas of specified loads in 
the time allowed cannot be met, but 
our lift capability can meet a very 
substantial part of such require- 
ments. 

. . . Airlift capability now as- 
signed to MATS (Military Air 
Transport Service) is adequate to 
meet the hard-core requirements of 
general war and the hypothetical 
hard-core requirements for limited 
war. This phrase, ‘hard-core’ re-

“We intend to re-examine the 
hardcore tasks which MATS must 
perform and the number of aircraft 
which will be required based on 
peak periods when simultaneous 
sorties are the governing factor

Army striking force, fully equip- 
ped, in simultaneous sorties. 

It is this problem of simultaneous 
sorties and guaranteed resupply 
flights that has the Army con- 
cerned. For if a striking force must 
be dropped over a period of hours 
or days, instead of in one single 
airlift, it can be destroyed piece- 
meal as it is dropped piecemeal.

SECRETARY BRUCKER said: 

“I would like to emphasize that 
airlift is not an end in itself, 
Rather, it is simply a means to an 
end—the end being the projection 
of our nationa! military power 
promptly at the proper time and 
place anywhere in the world.

Soldiers Get Stung 
On 3-Year Rule 


SAIGON, Vietnam: Reference is 
made to your editorial in the 27 
January edition of Army Times, 
entitled “Soldiers’ Deposits Too 
Inflexible and the article appear- 
ing on page 16, column 2 in the 
3 February 1960 edition of Army 
Times, entitled, “Soldiers’ Deposit 
System To Stay In Present Form.” 

Inasmuch as the Army has no 
plans to change the restrictions 
on withdrawals of Soldiers’ De- 
posits, they should study the pres- 
‘ent system ~ of paying interest 
earned, in relationship with Inter- 
nal Revenue. 

The present Soldiers’ Deposit 
system allows interest to be paid 
at’ (1) separation, (2) separation 
and immediate reenlistment, and 
(3) at the end of any three year 
period. 

The present Soldiers’ Deposit: 
system should be changed to allow 
interest to be paid or credited to 
each account at the end of each 
ealendar year in order to avoid 
penalizing service personnel when 
filing income tax returns. 

As it now stands—and I make 
reference to a letter received from 
your Service Department in ap- 
swer to the question as to whether 
interest earned on Soldiers’ De- 
posits can be reported yearly— 

“The Internal Revenue Service 
tells us that interest on service 
savings deposit accounts should 
be reported as income for the year 
of actual receipt by the service- 
man. That would mean the year 
in which one actually withdraws 
such interest earnings, not the 
years in which it accrues.” 

By having to pay income tax on 
interest earned as stated above, 
service personnel pay a little bet- 
ter than 4% of the interest earned 
back to the government in income 
tax. 

For example 4% on $10,000 per 
year amounts to $400, for a three 
year period $1200. Now take a 
master sergeant E-7 with 18 years’ 
sefvice, yearly income $4080—in- 
come tax $635. Now add. one 
year’s. interest on $10,000 in. Sol- 
diers’ Deposit, his income would 
be $4480—income tax $714, an in- 
crease. of $79 in income taxes. 

Based on the ruling, the picture 
is greatly changed — $4080 plus 
$1200, earned interest will up the 
master sergeant’s reportable in- 
come. for that year $5280—income 
tax $1172.80. . Comparison—paying

Persons now buying such 
nameplates will be required to dis- 
card them on 1 July 60, so why 
purchase them now? 

Further,. any nameplates pur- 
chased now are required to meet 
the specifications contained in the 
regulations.

A HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEE is 
expected to. approve a bill to liber- 
alize federal employee compensa- 
tion payments for death or injury 
on the job.

Vet Gets Job 
Back, Finally 


WASAINGTON—A War II Army 
veteran has finally won the govern- 
ment job back he lost 10 years ago. 

In ruling in the ex-GI’s favor, the 
U. S., Court of Appeals rapped the 
State Department for not following 
a recommendation of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. It, ordered State to 
find a-job for. Horace J. Feldman 
of nearby Bethesda. 

The case began in 1949 when 
Feldman was a clerk of a Military 
Government Court in Germany. 
When the military government was 
liquidated the Army discharged 
him from his job. 

Feldman appealed under the 
Veterans’ Preference Act which 
provides for the transfer of a veter- 
an to the new agency handling the 
functions before other . employes 
are hired. 

After four years of administra- 
tive battling, the Civil Service Com- 
mission ruled in his favor. It said 
that the functions of the Military 
Government Courts had been trans- 
ferred to the State Department. 

The department disagreed. 

Fer six more years the case 
“houn¢ed back and forth,” Feld- 
man said, and he worked in the 
Russian publications section at the 
Library of Congress. 

The Court of Appeals said the 
State Department should carry out

@ Exemption from the two-year 
selling ban for Regular and Re- 
serve officers who leave active 
duty with less than eight years 
service.

The selling ban 
applies to all other former officers 
with over eight years service, 
whether or not they have qualified 
for retirement

BURGESS, a member of the 
Chamber’s National Defense Com- 
mittee and a former assistant see- 
retary of Defense for Manpower, 
Personnel ‘and Reserve, said the 
proposed educational benefits were 
unjustified and unnecessary. 

“Service. to. one’s country is a 
citizen's obligation that should be 
performed willingly rather than 
bartered for so-called ‘readjust- 
mént’ benefits,”. he said. “There 
should be no price tag on patri- 
otism.” 

Burgess said the worst effect of 
such legislation would be to en- 
courage many men to leave military 
service in order to take advantage 
of the educational benefit. He said 
Congress should be strengthening 
instead of weakening the armed 
forces’ career programs. 

Burgess pointed out under Com- 
mittee questioning that the Cham- 
ber was “violently” against the leg- 
islation’s long-range cost. VA esti- 
mates the bill would cost about $300 
million a year for the next 10 years, 
a total of about $2.7 billion. “This 
huge: amount of federal expendi- 
ture,” he Said; “would hardly avoid 
haying an inflationary impact on 
the economy.” 

Earlier testimony produced Ad- 
ministration opposition to the meas- 
ure which would benefit some. four 
million veterans who have entered 
military service since 31 Jan. 1955

“The launcher ramp on this new 
model is shorter than the old one, 
and folds back on itself, so that 
the ramp can be collapsed and set- 
tled into the bed of the launcher 
truck, instead of jutting out over 
the truck .cab,” explained. SFC 
Floyd T.: Barton,. gunner of the 
first launcher section. 

“Getting rid of the ramp sil- 
houette allows us te camouflage 
the launcher truck to resemble 
an ordinary five-ton ammo truck. 
We feel a little safer, not stick- 
ing out like a sore thumb,” he 
continued. 

Other improvements make: the 
launcher truck more maneuverable 
and efficient. It is 12 feet shorter 
than the older model, three and 
one-half tons lighter, and fitted 
with a powerful winch. “With less 
weight, and the winch to pull us 
out if we get stuck, we can go al- 
most anywhere,” said SFC Barton.

pontoon sections, or ice that does 
not cover the entire span of the 
river, creates an unusual problem. 
The bridge sections are normally 
attached at the river bank site and 
the structure pushed across the 
stream as the sections are added. 

When the ice is thin, the sec- 
tions cannot be attached at the 
bank site, but must be moved to 
the end of ‘the bridge and secured 
in place. 

According to SFC Donald Lucas, 
Bridge Platoon Sergeant, the 
bridge length at low tide during a 
dry month is 300 feet less than that 
required during the rainy season, 
varying from approximately 950 to 
1250 feet. 

“Strangely enough,” says Lucas, 
“we usually make better time at 
high tides than we do when the 
water is low. There’s a sand bar 
in the middle of the river and at 
low tide we have to:place men on 
it to lift the bridge across.”

The new unit was designated 
the 5307th Composite Unit, Pro- 
visional, but soon became known 
by its nickname of “Merrill's 
Marauders” after its comman- 
der, Brig. Gen. Frank D. Merrill. 

Their mission was to operate 
behind ‘enemy lines raiding and 
destroying enemy © strongholds, 
disrupting communitations, -ha- 
rassing and confusing the Jap- 
anese. 

Among their problems were 
traveling on foot through heavy 
jungles and- over mountains; 
being resupplied entirely by air 
and not always getting supplies 
when needed; being behind 
‘enemy lines and not knowing 
when they might run into an 
enemy position; being subject 
to artillery firé without fire sup- 
port of their. own; and jungle 
sicknesses with inadequate food 
and medical care. 

The. Nisei. were assigned to 
Intelligence and Reconnaissance 
platoons and were constantly in 
the front during marchés or- on 


patrols. Also they could easily 
be mistaken for enemy troops. 

Mixed emotions were also a 
problem as they all had. friends 
or relatives in concentration 
camps in the States, or friends 
or relatives living in Japan. 

Matsumoto’s mother was living 
in Japan and was not able to 
return to the States when the 
war started. She lived in. Hiro- 
shima and it was not until after 
the war he learned she had 
moved to the outskirts and was 
not in the city when the first 
atomic bomb hit.

THE NISEI tapped communi- 
cation lines, listened to conversa- 
tions and orders spoken loudly 
by Japanese troops on the front 
lines; and translated captured 
orders and diaries. 

On one occasion, they heard 
of the time and ‘place for a'com- 
ing attack. The Americans 
booby-trapped their old positions 
On a hill and moved to: new po- 
sitions from which they could 
better. place fire’ on the spot 
where the attack was expected. 
When the attack ‘came, the

Japanese attacked on empty fox- 
holes and then jumped into the 
booby-trapped foxholes when the 
Americans started firing on 
them. Matsumoto then shouted 
“Charge! Charge!” in Japanese 
and the Japanese jumped out of 
the foxholes only to be shot 
down by automatic weapons fire. 
The Japanese lost 54 men and 
two officers in this encounter. 

After almost a year of war- 
fare, the Marauders were dis- 
banded in 1944 and the Nisei 
were assigned to the Southeast 
Asia Translation and Interro- 
gation Center in New Delhi, 
India. The value of the Nisei 
can be realized by the fact that 
seven of the 14 received battle- 
field commissions and the other 
seven became master sergeants. 
Gen. Merrill said of the Nisei: 
“I couldn’t have gotten along 
without them.” 

He now lives on post with his 
family and expects to retire from 
the Army in two years on com- 
pletion of 20 years service. He 
owns a home in Berkeley, Calif., 
plans to return there and work 
in the post office.

riod, the German, Frick, treated his captives 

ndly: he provided them with the best food he 
could afford, he gave them a sunlamp, exercise 
periods, reading material (all written by Nazi-type 
Germans), pictures, writing paper and other com- 
forts. But he chained them up every night, and 
he wouldn’t let them see the outside world. 

The two captives thought the war was still go- 
ing on when they were unexpectedly released in 
1952. They hid in the woods for a few days, later 
moved down the Rhine. Wondering about the fat, 
prosperous people and the daring use of lights at 
night, Wilson and Connally thought that Germany 
must have won the war, and that England must be 
prostrate. They also wondered what happened to 
Connally’s wife during all those years. 

The ending of this suspenseful novel comes 
as a sharp surprise, both to the characters and the 
reader.

hen - er.is nearly his old self. It seems to me, also, that a bad 
imitation, of the. “old Lester” by Lester himself is somehow enor- 
mously more exciting, than a good imitation of the “old Lester” by 
any of his disciples and they are legion. “Flic,” an up tempo blues 
progression, is a very swinging thing and anyone who hears and feels 
the difference between Lester and ‘his emulators could never doubt 
that the tenor man on this was the genuine article. “Sunday” includes 
some excellent trumpet playing by Edison (and I have only pity for 
the jazz.critic who claims that Sweets “does not have enough to say’’), 
and “Waldorf Blues”. also makes it. Incidentally, although»the liner- 
note writer is quite plainly unaware of the fact, “Waldorf Blues” is 
not:a blues progression at all but the 32-bar standard “Jeepers Creep- 
ers.”

Army Chemical Center, Md. 


FFICERS and “E-5-and-above” enlisted 
men arriving here at the Chemical 
Corps’ largest research center should have 
little difficulty finding good housing .in 
government quarters. Privates and two- 
year E-4s should arrive prepared to search 
for private accommodations. 

Located about 45 minutes’ drive north- 
east of downtown Baltimore, off U. S. 
Route 40, the post can be reached easily by 
car or by the Pennsylvania Railroad's serv- 
ice to Edgewood. 

The latest report from. the housing of- 
fice indicates that all men and women 
authorized quarters should be able to 
move in without a waiting period. Only 
families needing three- or four-bedroom 
units may expect to wait for vacancies and 
the shortage of large apartments should 
be ended in July by scheduled remodeling. 

The Army enlarged its real estate last 
year by taking over the Edgewood Wherry 
apartments. Officer housing units now 
total 346, enlisted quarters, 337. 

The post trailer park is no longer open 
to new arrivals, as a result of the improve- 
ment in permanent housing, nor are 
further assignments being made in the 
substandard Lanham Act development. 

Single enlisted men, who will enjoy new- 
ly renovated barracks in 1960, will see the 
end of the “mass squadrons” and move 
into two-man cubicles. 

The Special Services enlisted guest 
house furnishes three-day accommoda- 
tions for enlisted men and families,, and 
there are a number of good ‘motels on 
nearby Route 40. The communities of 
Edgewood, ‘Bel Air, Havre de Grace and 
Aberdeen offer medium-pricedhouse and 

apartment rentals and trailer “spade.

There are only 334 sets of family. quar- 
ters at Carlisle Barracks, 152 of which are 


Wherry housing units. There are 13 stand- 
ard and 36-non-standard sets of quarters 
for enlisted personnel, of which approxi- 
mately 200 enlisted personnel assigned to 
the Garrison must wait for periods up to 
one year for assignment. 

Due to the mission of Carlisle Barracks, 
which is the home of the Army’s senior 
educational institution—the Army War 
College—there are 286 sets of quarters for 
officer personnel. Of these, 134 are Wher- 
ry units located on the main post, or in the 
annex which is located approximately 1000 
yards’ by road from the main post. Two 
hundred sets of these officer quarters are 
reserved for the students who are attend- 
ing the Army War College. 

* * « 

CIVILIAN HOUSING in the immediate 
vicinity of Carlisle Barracks is hard to 
find. Rents are high in the surrounding 
area with an unfurnished one bedroom 
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unit renting in the price range $70 to $110 
and a three bedroom unit renting from 
$110 to $150. These rates do not inelude 
utilities, which on a prorated yearly basis 
will average $30 to $40 per month. 
housing at Carlisle Bar- 
racks, both Apne Wherry, are 
furnished with stoves refrigerators. 
There is a limited amount of govern- 
ment furniture for use in govern- 
ment quarters; however, government 
furniture is not permitted for use in 
Wherry housing. 
Personnel reporting for duty at Car- 
lisle Barracks can be ished a limited 





amount of household items such as cots, 
blankets, kitchen utensils, etc., on a tem- 
porary loan basis pending arrival of their 
household goods. ~ : 

Located at Carlisle Barracks is: Wash- 
ington Hall Guest House, which is used 
primarily to quarter distinguished official 
visitors to the Army War College. Period- 
ically, space is available for officer person- 
nel who are reporting for duty at this 
station. 

In addition, there is a transient fam- 
ily BOQ which is used primarily as tem- 
porary billets for enlisted personnel who 
are reporting for duty at this station. 
This facility may be used until family 
housing has been located. 

Additional family housing is planned 
for FY 1962 and FY 1963 to relieve the 
critical housing situation at Carlisle Bar- 
racks. There is no forecast as to when 
final approval will be obtained for this 
additional housing. Until it is constructed, 
the family housing situation will still be 
acute.

ON-POST TRAILER sites are not avail- 
able, although there are several good trail- 
er parks located in the immediate vicinity 
of Carlisle: 

Generally speaking, the outlook for 
family housing at Carlisle Barracks is not 
good for enlisted personnel. Officers are 
advised prior to their arrival at this sta- 
tion whether or not quarters are available. 
Usually company grade officers have a 
long wait before they can expect quarters. 

Students attending the War College are 
assured that quarters will be available 
upon their arrival, unless notified to the 
contrary prior to their departure from 
their home station. 


Fort Bragg, N.C. 


S MIGHT be expected at an installa- 

tion of Fort Bragg’s size, the demand 

for on-post housing generally exceeds the 
supply. 

As of 26 January, the post billeting of- 
fice reported approximately 500 officers 
and 900 enlisted men awaiting quarters. 
However, the situation changes often 
enough that waiting list figures-can be 
misleading. One might get quarters al- 
most at once if qualified. 

Assignment for both officers and non- 
commissioned officers is strictly by rank 
and date of rank. Eligible NCOs are pay 
grade E-5 and above and E-4s who have 
more than seven years service. Date of 
application does not count, nor does the 
number of dependents, though they can 
affect the size quarters one gets. Some 
key officers are authorized quarters in 
case their seniority does not entitle them 
to housing at time of arrival and applica- 
cation. 

Families of two or three, including 
sponsor, get two bedrooms, those with 
four or more, three bedrooms, Four-bed- 
room units go to both fficers and NCOs, 
with size of family and date of rank de- 
termining order of assignment.

Wait- 
ing time for officers is up to 30 days, NCOs 
30 to 90 days and lower grade enlisted 
(E4 with less than seven years service) 
are normally not assigned housing on post.

JOUSING in the vicinity of Fitzsimons 

General Hospital is described as from 

adequate to better than normal, according 
to the Fitzsimons Housing Office. 

On post, both government and Wherry 
housing is available. 

For officer personnel, there are 48 
units, and for enlisted personnel 46. The 
waiting time for the former is up to one 
year and for the latter six months. There 
is peak turnover in June and July on this 
and other categories of quarters for offi- 
cers. 

There are 100 enlisted quarters in the 
Wherry housing category, with a wait- 
ing time from 60 to 100 days. Available 
in two and three bedroom units, the 
rates start at $67.34 plus utilities. For 
officers, there are 99 sets of quarters, 
one, two and three bedrooms. The start- 
ing rate is $83.34 plus utilities. 

A recently completed apartment court 
for women officers makes sufficient quar- 
ters available for nurses, dietitians, occu- 
pational and physical therapists. -For 
bachelor male officers, 75 rooms are avail- 
able through the Officers’ Open Mess. 

The Army Exchartige Service maintains 
a@ guest house with a capacity of 110. 

Since Fitzsimons is situated in an area 





popular with tourists, many motels are lo- 
cated in nearby Aurora and Denver. Some 
of these have year-round rates on small 
furnished apartments starting at $70 per 
month. 

Off-post house rents, described as slight- 
ly higher than average, run from $80 to 
$100 unfurnished and from $110 to $150 
furnished. Off-post apartment rentals run 
from $80 to $110 furnished.

FFICERS, warrant officers and enlist- 

ed personnel with dependents assign- 

ed to Fort Hamilton are eligible for gov- 

ernment family-type quarters in accord- 

ance with AR 210-10. Officers and enlisted 

men must report to their assignment be- 
fore they can request quarters. 


On-post housing at Fort Hamilton is 
satisfactory for officers, with occupancy 
assured within 30 to 60 days. There are 
55 sets of officer quarters, all of which 
are deemed adequate. 


The housing for enlisted personnel on 
post is considered inadequate, as there 
are only 57 sets of enlisted quarters, 11 
of which have been declared inadequate 
and for which a fair rental rate is charged 
as established by the district engineers. 
Enlisted quarters are allocated by date of 
application regardless of rank. Applica- 
tions are accepted only from the rank of 
E-5 and above.

A WHERRY housing project is located 
adjacent to Fort Hamilton within easy 
walking distance of all post facilities. The 
project consists of six story apartment 
buildings with elevator service containing 
685 apartments of efficiency, one, two and 
three bedroom units. These Wherry apart- 
ments are available to all members of the 
armed services stationed in the metropoli- 
tan area of New York. All apartments in 
the Wherry housing project are unfurnish- 
ed except for venetian blinds, range and 
refrigerator. 

The monthly rates for the apartments, 
which includes utilities, and the normal 
waiting period is as follows: 

Efficiency, 24% rooms $68 — 30 days 
1 bedroom, 3% rooms 85 — 30 days 
2 bdrm, 4% rms 103 & 108—60-90 days 
3 bdrm, 5% rms 119 — 6-9 months 

All grades and ranks reside in this 
housing project and vacancies are allo- 
cated by date of application. 

A current listing of civilian rentals in 
the Fort Homilton area is kept by the bil- 
leting office. Most of these are furnished 
and usually no larger than one bedroom. 
Upon arrival, military personnel may have 
access to the list. Housing in the New 
York area is difficult to find and very ex- 
pensive. 

* * * 

EXCELLENT and not overly-crowded 
schools are to be found in the nearby vi- 
cinity of the post. New York City pro- 
vides transportation for the grammar 
school children when the school is more 
than one mile from their homes. Trans- 
portation facilities into New York City are 
good. 

Generally speaking, buying a house 
close to Fort Hamilton is out of the 
question. Prices are high and the only 
available houses for sale are some 30 to 
40 miles distant from this installation. 

There is no trailer camp at Fort Hamil- 
ton. The nearest ones are located at Fort 
Tilden and Fort Wadsworth, which have 
very long waiting lists for their own per- 
sonnel. 

There are no facilities for guests at 
Fort Hamilton. The existing guest houses 
are maintained only for the use of tran- 
sient personnel going to or coming from 
overseas. 

It is recommended that in view of the 
high cost of living in hotels and similar 
temporary quarters, newcomers should 
precede their families to make necessary 
arrangements for housing their families.

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N.Y. Museum Shows Abstractio

HE ABSTRACTION in 

photography is given vari- 
ous interpretations in the cur- 
rent exhibition, “The Sense of 
Abstraction” at New York’s 
Museum of -Modern Art through 
April 10.

familiar abstract manner. The goal 
of the photographer of the abstract 
is never representation but always 
an attempt to achieve an impression 
through emphasis on such factors 
as design, form, texture, color ef- 
fects. 

Along with direct photography, 
the 77 photographers represented 
in the show—American, French, 
German, Japanese, Polish, Swed- 
ish, and Swiss — employed a 
variety of manipulations in the 
camera and in the darkroom. 
These included solarization, mon- 
tage, double printing, photo- 
grams, etc. 

The pictures were selected from 
many contributions in this country 
and abroad, indicating wide activity 
in this field. The co-directors, 
Grace Mayer, assistant to Edward 
Steichen, head of the museum’s 
photography department, and Kath- 
leen Haven, who hung the show 
beautifully, found that the selec- 
tions fell into three categories: the 
purely experimental, the occasional 
abstraction done by photographers 
as an exercise or relaxation, and

The incident was a surprise drill 
controlled by a team of 14 ref- 
erees from Has., Third Army, 
Fort McPherson, to test MeClel- 
lan’s ability to respond to a do- 
mestic emergency in its area. 

There was a pretended danger 
of radioactivity being released 
from an atomic weapon indirectly 
involved in the accident. 

Lt. Col. J. B. Hallums, Third 
Army , chief referee, said that all 
phases of the McClellan test were 
successful. 

The test involved a three-quar- 
ter ton truck carrying a supposed 
atomic _ weapon from Redstone 
Arsenal, Ala., to Fort Bragg. 

Approximately a quarter of a 
mile from Talladega Airport the 
truck driver pulled over to the side 
of the road for a cigarette break. 
The truck skidded on a_ soft 
shoulder and turned over. A blast 
from a conventional explosive used 
to trigger the atomic weapon re- 
gulted in a small fire. 

While there was no immediate 
danger of the atomic weapons be- 
ing ignited because of the complex- 
ity of the trigger system, the es- 
cort officer, Maj. Hiram Daniels 
suspected there might be danger 
of radioactivity being released by 
component parts of the weapon. 

At this point he put in a call to

Weiss, assistant adjutant, received 
the call and alerted the S-3 and

The tactics used by 
the Chinese were a combination of 
psychology and trickery. 

The Wolfhounds of Co. B, all of 
whom were thoroughly briefed on 
the Code of Conduct for prisoners 
@f war, stood up very well under 
their 24-hour ordeal. 

One soldier, however, was 
tricked into signing a false admis- 
sion that the United States uses 
germ warfare. 

The manner in which he was 
fooled, says Sayre, was used often 
by the Reds.

The forward controller scanned the skies to the west. 
He was a lieutenant with Ninth Army. He anxiously waited 
for air support to knock out the German “Tiger” tank and 
“88” holding up his portion of the spearhead pushing into 


the Ruhr Valley. 


Minutes later a flight of Thunder- 
bolts roared overhead. With his 
walkie-talkie the lieutenant direc- 
ted their dive bomb attacks on the 


enemy streng point. The “88” is 
shattered with a direct hit, and the 


“Tiger” pulls out of the fight. 
“*“Good strikes, Whippet lead. 
Hold your fire, we’re moving for- 
ward,” 

“Roger, Snowflake. Call us again. 
Anytime.” 


This was part of the coordination 
and teamwork during World War II 
that opened holes for the knife- 
like thrusts of our forces through 


North Africa, up the Italian boot,

The same conversations between 


" Marine and Navy flyers and men 
in foxholes on the Pacific Islands 
wrote the finish to Japanese re- 
sistance and brought VJ-Day closer.

The atomic 
bomb would, we thought, be the 
prime deterrent to all future wars.

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Army's Job 
At Olympics 
Wins Praise 


SAN FRANCISCO—“These 
are the finest ski courses in 
the history of international 
competition.” This was the concen- 
sus of the International Ski Jury for 
Olympic ski events, and the unani- 
mous opinion of American and for- 
eign ski officials alike at the VIII 
Olympic Winter Games at Squaw 
Valley. 

Paying high tribute to all con- 
cerned with course preparation, and 
emphasizing the excellent werk by 
Army and Marine foot and ski pack- 
ers who worked for weeks prepar- 
ing the downhill courses, and the 
Air Force personnel who made the 
biathlon course the finest in the 
history of the event, Gen. G. Drys- 
sen of Sweden, chief of the Interna- 
tional Biathlon Association, said: “I 
have been associated with skiing 
and ski events for many years and 
I speak for members of each Inter- 
national jury and for men associ- 
ated with the biathlon when I say 
that no finer courses have ever been 
available for international competi- 
_ tion anywhere in the world.” 

* * 6 

THIS OPINION was echoed by 
Friedl Wolfgang, technical delegate 
for Alpine events from Austria, 
who summed it up this way: “These 
men are the finest I have ever seen 
and I attended the Games at Oslo 
in 1952 and Cortina in 1956, and, 
of course, many more. I have never 
seen the wedge system they used 
before and I think it is more effec- 
tive than any other system. The 
fine spirit of the men and the won- 
derful cooperation is something we 
are all talking about. Many of these. 
men are excellent skiers and they 
have been of invaluable assistance. 
We could not have had such suc- 
cessful ski events without them.” 


Olav. Uland, chief of jumping, 
was equally enthusiastic in his 
praise for the Army and Marine 


troops who prepared the jumping 
area: “In my opinion no finer prep- 
aration for jumping has ever been 
accomplished. These troops on skis 
and on foot put this jump into. the 
best shape possible and far better 
than any I have seen in many years 
of association with ski jumping.” 

Although ski course preparation 
was but one of the many jobs suc- 
cessfully accomplished by the mem- 
bers of the Department of Defense 
Military Support Detachment, it oc- 
cupied more time for the 700 De- 
tachment members than any other 
activity, and probably could be con- 
sidered the most important. 

The events on the hills and at 
McKinney Creek provided some of 
the most thrilling viewing of the 
entire Games. Using Squaw Peak 
which rises as a ski slope for more 
than two miles, K-22 in the center 
of the valley very nearly that high, 
and Papoose, adjacent to the jumps, 
over a mile long for all of the 
downhill and slalom races, skiers 
were able to see and feel the snow 
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base over which the military snow 
packers had trod so many times. 

So that each skier, as he leaves 
the starting gate at the top, encoun- 
ters the same, or nearly the same 
ski conditions all the way, it is nec- 
essary to pack the snow, pack it 
over and over again, old snow and 
new alike. To do this job there 
were 150 Army troops from Fort 
Lewis and 150 Marines from Camp 
Pendleton. That they did their job 
well is attested to by the fact that 
in. practically all of the races as 
little as tenths of seconds separated 
most racers in the timing. 

The Military Support Detachment, 
which .grew to its peak strength of 
700 following ‘a gradual influx of 
men starting last August had many 





other duties in the tiny mountain 
walled site known as Squaw Valley. 
Commanded by Col. John A. 
Wester of the Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, whose normal assignment is 
that of Deputy Signal Officer for 
the Sixth Army, this military or- 
ganization accomplished tasks that 
many people thought impossible. 


WOVEN UP, through, and around 
the hills and other areas where 
contests were slated were, miles and 
miles of wire and spiral cord, in- 
stalled by the men of the Army 
Signal Corps.

ON SAFARI, UGANDA. 


— We had marched steadily 


northward for many hours. Now with the darkness only a 
handspan above the treetops, we swung into a clearing. Our 
blacks, old hands-on safari, threw up-‘the tents with 

ease. It had been an eventful day, a day touched with 


disaster. 

A safari is a tough outfit to get 
under way and ours was no excep- 
tion. At noon we were. still in 
Kampala, capital of Uganda Pro- 
tectorate, and a long, way from our 
hunting grounds. Finally at 1400 
we had marched eer 
northwar d eae 
toward the Nile. 
and the Sudan. 
After an hour on 
the road we 
rounded a turn 
and looked out on’ 
catastrophe. 

A skinner Jay ° 
dead. Porters 
were strewn here 7 ‘heey 
and there. The 5- 4 f 
ton lorry, which ASKINS 
carries the safari crew atop the 
load, had blown a tire and over- 
turned. 

“That was my best skinner,” said 
Dougie Collins, one of our white 
hunters, sadly covering the still 
form in the roadway, “I had him 
with me for six years.” 

We loaded the injured in our 
safari car and drove carefully to 
Masindi where there was an. aid 
station. 

The African is stoical about his 
wounds. He never moans, gives 
forth no sound to indicate his pain. 
He will die with his lips tightly 
closed. Three weeks later we fre- 
turned for our boys and all were 
recovered or on the high road to 
recovery.

THIS COUNTRY, sliced almost 
in half by the Equator, was, I 
noted, Hollywood Africa. Here was 
10-foot grass, dense rain forest, so 
thick no one save a Tarzan could 
penetrate it, and he’d have to 


swing from a mighty high limb 


The Ruwenzori—Mountains of the 
Moon—towered in the distance, 
gigantic peaks, eternally snow 
covered. And nearby the shambas 


of the natives were hedged by the 
inevitable patch of bananas. “These 
natives live almost altogether on 
the bananas,” Mike Hissey, my 
white hunter, offered. “Not only 
live on the fruit, but they eat the 
banana before it is ripened. Bloody 
awful!” 


The natives wear a long, shape- 
less Mother Hubbard called a 
“Kanza,” a veritable burnoose 
without the hood. They are a 
smaller breed than the Masai, the 
Turkana and the Samburu of 
Kenya. Smaller and infinitely more 
ugly. 


I saw no churches and no grave- 
yards the day through. It used to 
be in bush Africa that the dead and 
the dying were left in the thorn 
behind the manyatta for the hy- 
enas. These Uganda blacks hardly 
appeared that primitive to me. 
During the rest of our safari travel- 
ings which carried us from the 
Sudanese border on the north to 
the Congo on the west and thence 
some hundreds of miles southward 
to the Tanganyika frontier, I count- 
ed no churches although I saw a 
good many mission schools. Of

THE NEXT MORNING, long be- 
fore light, we were on the move. 
The night had been sweet and 
musical; a promiseful few hours en- 
livened by the trumpetings of bull 
elephant in the forest behind us 
and brightened by the grunts, 
thunder and roars of at least two 
old stud lions, one close, the other 


4 fully a mile on the veldt. And a 


leopard had sat and cursed a 
baboon with a long string of sawing 
curses in the lugga barely a hun- 
dred meters in front of the cook 
tent. Hyena had quarreled and 
shrieked with laughter over a kon- 
goni pulled down by a wandering 
lioness. One had walked boldly 
into camp, drawn by the kitchen 
smells, and Guru, the cook’s help- 
er, had thrown a fire brand to 
frighten him away. It had been an 
altogether typical safari sleep. 
Now, miles from camp, the day 
still a full hour below the horizon, 
we were feeling our way through 
the 10-foot grass, making heavy 
going of an old track left by some 
forgotten safari. There: was the 
strong smell of smoke in the air. 
Fires burned on two sides of us, 
great conflagrations, but not close. 


“The poachers set the grass 
afire,” Mike said. “It’s tough to 
see game in this tall stuff. They 
fire the grass and in a matter of 
four or five days it greens up 
again. It is an aid to the poacher 
but actually it provides better 
graze, too.” 

This was no new experience. 
I had hunted Indo-China where it 
rains 300 inches in the high coun 
try annually and the bamboo grass 
stands not 10 feet tall but twice 
that. It’s a country where you 
shoot your game at ranges meas- 
urable in feet and not yards; at 
patches of hide, flashes in the 


bamboo.

THE SUN BOUNCED above the 
horizon as it often does on the 
Equator. The light gave shape and 
substance to the hills about us. We 
pushed to the top of a squat knoll. 
There we watched the shadows 
creep back into hiding and as our 
vision encompassed more and more 
we counted band after band of 
buffalo. Seventeen herds in a great 
crescent. Hundreds of the rough- 
est, toughest, meanest bovines any- 
where! It was a heartwarming 
sight, I'll tell you! 

Some were barely out of rifle 
shot. Others were a mile or more 
in the distance, visible on the 
slopes, lost in the deep swales. As 
we watched, a herd of elephant, 
something more than a dozen cows 
and calves with two bulls walking 
close herded, appeared. “Small 
ivory,” said Hissey with his Bush 
nell glasses on the males. “Not 
worth our time. Maybe run 40 
pounds.” 

We were hard against the Mur- 
chison National Park, a game sanc- 
tuary larger than some of our east- 
ern states. The buffalo and the 
tuskers had spilled out of the 
park, a common habit. There are 
no fences, no guards, no natural 
boundaries. It was a magnifi- 
cent game reservoir and it was 


the strategy of our safari to gather 
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sporting cartridge loaded 
into the chamber.

NOW, 14 YEARS later, nothing 
whatever has been done about the 
ong of a like program for each 
of the three services in their train- 
ing of Reserve officers, nor has 
anything been done to improve the 
situation in the Army and 
Force colleges. The discrimination 
has grown worse rather than better. 

Also, the services now are com- 
plaining that the ROTC is not pro- 
ducing a sufficient number of offi- 
cers who wish to make a career 
of the particular service in which 
they have been trained. 

They say that the service acad- 
emies will take care of only a 
small part of their career officer 
needs, and they have therefore 
stated that for the next 10 years 
they expect to commission 14,000 
Army, 4000 Air Force, and 3000 
Navy ROTC graduates each year. 

Recently, Secretary James_ H. 
Douglas of the Air Forte was ‘ques- 
tioned as to whether a program 
similar to the Navy’s Holloway Plan 
might be instituted for Air Force 
students. He replied that such a 
plan was desirable, but it would be 
difficult to put through Congress, 
because the Navy was complaining 
that even the Holloway Plan did no. 
produce enough students who 
wished to make a career of the 
Navy, and the expense was out of 
proportion to the return. 

If the three services wish to 
attract able young men into careers, 
they must apparently adopt .a new 
formula. 

I would like to suggest that the 
National .Defense Education Act 
passed by Congress in the last 
session and*in force in most of 
our colleges provides a new for- 
mula which may be applicable 
to the problem of the services. 

Under it, an undergraduate col- 
lege student may borrow up to 
$1000 a year and not to. exceed a 
grand total of $5000 to finance his 
college education: He pays no in- 
terest on this.loan while he isin 
college, in .graduate’ school, or in 
military serviée. 

If he decides to eriter public 
school teaching, one-tenth of his 
entire loan will be forgiven him

The students who are not selected 
for the advanced program would 
still be entitled to work off their 
loans by enlisting in the services 
and having one-fifth of their loan 
“forgiven” for each year of military 
service.

WASHINGTON -—- Commenting 
“it is almost incredible that these 
men would ask for pay in the light 
of. the conduct disclosed by the 
record,” the Court of Claims batted 
down the suit by three Korean War 
turncoats for their Army pay. 

Otho G. Bell, William A. Cowart 
and Lewie W. Griggs, all of whom 
refused to return to the U.S. in the 
prisoner of war exchange at. the 
end of the Korean action, had sued 
the U.S. for around $9000 in dam- 
ages, plus pay due them while they 
were prisoners. 

After outlining their cooperation 
with the communists, the court, 
under a 3-1 majority decision by 
Chief Judge Marvin Jones, held “it 
is inconceivable that the plaintiffs 
should be paid.”

AT THE SAME time, the govern- 
ment was denied its claim for in- 
surance and allowances paid de- 
pendents of the men. The court 
said the families had no part in 
the actions of, the soldiers. 

“Plaintiffs start up a difficult 
mountain to a summit of sheer 
legalism,” Jones wrote. “Some- 
where amid the mists and clouds 
along the way the spirit of the 
law completely disappears and its 
broken body lies in an unmarked 
spot.under an avalanche of tech- 
nical snow.

Automatic Landing 
System Evaluated 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. — An automatic aircraft landing system 
capable of landing two planes a minute during adverse weather is being 








evaluated by engineers of the Federal Aviation Agency at the National |. 


Aviation Facilities Experimental Center here. 

The system, developed for the Air Force by the avionics division of 
Bell Aircraft Corporation, Buffalo, N.Y., uses radar to track the airplane 
and radio to transmit control instructions to the plane’s automatic pilot. 

An PAA four-engine C-54 laboratory airplane and an F-86 Air 
Force jet fighter have been landed automatically during the initial phase 
of the tests, which are expected to take six months. 

Described as the most modern all-weather, automatie landing 
system in existence, it may be integrated into traffic control systems at 
high-density airports or operated as a landing aid at under-developed 
airfields. 

Obvious advantage of the system is that it may eliminate stack- 
ing af airplanes over busy airports in bad weather, essential time- 
saving factor in commercial multi-jet operations. 

The equipment also could be used to land some guided missiles and 























space vehicles. 
missile. 


The Bell Aircraft ALS provides fully automatic “hands off” con- 
trol of the airplane throughout final approach and touchdown on the 


runway, but the pilot may take over control at any time. 


It has landed Regulus II, a surface-to-surface guided 





In its present military configuration, the system, designated 
AN/GSN‘5, consists of an operations trailer, housing the electronic con- 
trol equipment and two radar screens, two radar antennas and a power 
trailer. 

These units are positioned near the runway for the tests underway 
here. But in final configuration the system itself will be installed in the 
airport control tower or administration building with only the radar 
antenna actually on the field. 

To land an inbound airplane, the precise tracking radar “locks 
on” the plane when it flies through an electronic window or gate 
from two to four miles from the end of the runway. It is at this

Comptroller Favors Change 
In Quarters Pay Regulation 


WASHINGTON.—The . Comptrol., 
ler General has invited the armed 
forces to change their regulations 
sO a serviceman can pick up an 
extra day’s basic allowance for 
quarters. 

The way it’s set up now a man 
loses quarters pay for the day he 
leaves his old post and also the 
day he is assigned quarters at his 
new station. The Comptroller in- 
dicated he would favor a change 
which would give the man money 
for the day he arrives at his new 
pont. . * 7 


HE HAS held, the Comptroller 
said in decision B-140925, that no 
quarters pay could be made for 
the day a man leaves a station. 
However, the services took it on 
themselves to bar payment on his 
first day at the new post on the 
theory payment can’t be made for 
part of a day. 

In fact, one of his earlier deci- 
sions, the Comptroller went on, 
indicated that payment of basic 
allowance for quarters for the day 
of detachment at a station where 
quarters were not assigned could 
be authorized even though the man 
reports to his new station on the 





same day and is assigned quarters. 

“If the several secretaries de- 
termine that a member who is 
not paid basic allowance for quar- 
ters on the day of detachment from 
one station because he had been 
assigned quarters at that station 
should be entitled to basic allow- 
ance for quarters on the date of 
reporting at the new station, the 
(law) would seem to permit the 
issuance of regulations to that ef- 
feet,” the Comptroller wrote. 

Along the same line, the Comp- 
troller said that a serviceman who 
lived in “hotel-type” government 
quarters for part of two days 
should be docked only one day’s 
quarters pay. “He actually was 
provided quarters for only one 
night,” he said. 

He invited the services to write 
regulations in this form.
